F. No. 3|U3j94-IPC-II.—Attention is invited to paragraph 132B of the 
EX1M Policy which stipulates for grant of Special Import Licences against 
export of telecommunication, equipments, electronic goods and services. 

2. In exercise of the powers conferred under paragraph-16 of the Export 
and Import Policy 1992—97, the Director General of Foreign Trade makes 
the following amendments in the Hand Book of Procedures, 1992—97 (Vol. 1) : 

3. Para 91, dealing with the ‘import of electronic items’ shall bo deleted- 

4. The following new para-209B shall be added in Chapter XI on 
‘Exports’ : 

“Export of tele-corn, equipment, electronic goods and services’’, 

209B. Against export of tele-communication equipment, electronic goods 
and services, Special Import Licences shall be granted for import of items 
listed in Appendix XXXV. Such Special Import Licences will be freely 
transferable. 


The export of telecommunication equipment, electronic goods and services 
shall be eligible for grant of STL at the following rates : 

(a) Exporters in the Domestic Tariff area (Except licence holder 
under the Duty Exemption Scheme) .30 per cent of NFE. 


(b) The licence holder under the Duty Exemption Scheme 
15 per cent of NFE, 


(c) EOUslunits in the F,PZs|EHTPs and STPs. 

15 per cent of NFE.

EXIM Policy-1992—97 (Revised Edition ; Match 1995) shall be applicable. 
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An application in the form given in Appendix XII shall be made to 
the regional licensing authority or the Development Commissioner of EPZ 
concerned, supported by the following docuraent(s) : 

(i) EP copy of the shipping bill duly attested by the customs 
authorities. 

(ii) If the exporter has availed of a licence under DES or ihe 
exporter is an EOU or an unit in EPZ|EHTP|STP, a certificate 
by a Chartered Accountant indicating the net Foreign Exchange 
arrived at. 

The consolidated application may be made on quarterly (April to June. 
July to September, etc.), half yearly (April to September and October to 
March) or on yearly basis, within six months from the last month of the 
above periodicity as the exporter may opt for. 

These provisions will be applicable for the exports made w.e.f. 1-4-1995. 

Applications which are either pending with the concerned authority for 
grant of SIL or which are likely to be received in respect of exports made 
prior to 1-4-1995 shall be considered in accordance with the pre-existing 
provisions. However in such cases, the licences will be allowed to be endorsed 
only for import of the electronic items which arc now listed at SI. Nos. 7, 10 
atid 27 of Appendix XXXV.”
